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The  purpose  of  this  brochure  is  to  highlight  some  of  the 
more  interesting  housing  creation  projects  presently  underway 
in  Roxbury  and  the  "South  End  since  198  5. 

Under  the  aegis  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
more  than  1300  new  housing  units  have  been  proposed  and 
under  development  review.  Of  this  number,  8  07  units  are 
described  within  this  brochure.  Sixty  percent  of  these 
units  will  be  developed  and  marketed  to  families  making 
up  to  80%  of  the  Boston  SMSA  median  income.  The  total 
development  costs  reflected  in  these  projects  represents 
$94  million  and  each  project  is  to  be  developed  by  a  local 
developer,  non-profit  or  CDC. 

The  Roxbury  Heritage  State  Park  (RHSP)  project  is  represented 
in  order  to  demonstrate  an  example  of  a  significant  public 
improvement  project,  sponsored  by  the  Commonwealth  and 
supported  by  the  City,  in  order  to  maximize  the  impact 
of  community  development  in  a  once  blighted  neighborhood. 
As  a  result  of  this  concept  increasing  investors  confidence 
is  manifesting  itself  in  numerous  home  improvement  projects. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  this  brochure  is  the  consideration 
given  to  the  design  elements  of  each  project.  We  are 
confident  that  the  general  public  will  be  pleased  to  see 
such  sensitivity  to  the  architectural  fabric  of  the 
community,  as  well  as  the  attention  to  detail  for  public 
improvements  and  amenities.  The  job  before  us  has  only 
just  begun. 

This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  brochures  that  we  hope 
will  be  informative  and  lead  to  further  discussions.
